It has 
beou the castom of the Ottawa correa- 
poodontB of the New York press onoe 
a year to palm off upon the Ataerioan 
pooplo the mObt groundleflB and diHtort- 
ed Btatements about the affairs of tlio 
Dominion. The present is, thoreforo, 
the|regular anciversury dish— spiced 

. ■with malicioas falsubood to eait the 

■ palalo of ft cortaiQ cluBi of the Ameri- 
can people. It, however, differs Homo- 
-what from fotmor diahos of tho kiud in 
reepoct to the supromo indiffcronoe ox- 
hibiled iQ deuling with uiiivoreally 
known historical iucle— the more than 
wonted abaence of 'historical codbcicuco.' 

Sir Francis Hincks was never Miuistor 

of Finance before, nor has the revenue 
of the Dominion been falliDB behind. 

^''"We do not see what each data as those 
*giTeD>cao have to do with the question 
at all. /The debts of the varioua Pro- 
vinces lormiog the Dominion, whicli ap- 
pears to be Brother Jonathan's n i g in- 
mare, were consolid^ated upon Union. 
Since that time the'Provlnco of Quebec 
has acquired a very Oonwdorablo sur- 
plus revonne, and the aooomulated Bur- 
pluH revenue of the Province of Ontario 
has mouuled materially above three million 
dollars, -while, as was stated in these 
columnB from undoubted authority,a few 
days ago, tho present Finance Minister 
Bhowed ft large BurpluB revenue for the 
Dominion lust year, und thia year he has 
been enabled to come before Parliament 
with that surplus augmented to upwards 
of four millian dollars. Indeed, so eac- 
oessful baa the present Finance Minis- 
ter been that even the Toronto Globe 
has ceased to "sling ink and italics" 
at him. Taking the Domioion aa a 
■whole, with its consolidated debt and 
all it is, ns wo took occasion to show a 
short time ago, one of iho most prof- 
peroua, if not the most prosperous 
country in the world. Talk about the 
Dominion being on ihe verge of Banlc- 
rnptoj I Least of all do suoh asaort- 
ions become American writers. What 
is the fact ? The entire debt of the 
Dominion only reprosonts an an- 
nual per capita interest of ninety-eight 
cents. That of the the United States 
three dollars and seventy.five cents. If 

'^Canada is in 'such a deplorable financial 
condition, what shall be said of the Uuit^ 
ed States? Seriously, it would be more 
becoming of the Ottawa correspondents 
cf the Now York press to evince some 
slight regard lor truth, when animadvert 
iiig upon the, afifaira of tho Dominion. 
When American writers allude to tho 
unprosperous condiiiou of the Dominion 
■wo most think that "tno wieh is father 
to tho thougbt." Yut one would imugiiio 
that a agie«t und |)oworiul country 
could afford to be somewiiat mora 
generous in dealing with what it ia 
pleased to regard as a weak neighbor. 



I the Lieutenant Governor will not be 
compelled to appoint bis miblBtry from 
the members of the Assembly we pre« 
stime few will be inclined to question. 
In all probability the LleutenaQt Qov- 
ernor will appoint bis first ministry 
before the Assembly will bavo an ox- 
latenco; bo that it would be impossible to 
appoint that ministry from the Assembly 
That membora of the ministry will have 
to secure seats in tho Assembly, as soon 
na that body ia oonatit'ated, nWod not bo 
doubtedt As to tho Lioutonant Gover- 
nor being able to control the rovontios 
without referonco to tho Assorably, any 
lULorapt to dj lhat weald bo unconstitu- 
lioual, and few Governor's would oaro 
to face the vineyjiable oonsejiuenceB- of 
such Ri an act. Toiv Governors chboso 
to give trouble nowa-days ; and fewer 
atillj would caro to do ^o in udmiiiis- 
loriiji; tho atVai.'s of a Provinoo ot the 
Dominion QiUion Victoria could givn 
trouble ; so could Proi^idont Grant, the 
Goveruor General ot the Dominion, or, 
in fact,any other sovcriga or Governor; 
but, Eomehow it i« seldom that a reler 
caroa to place himself outside tho con> 
Htitulion. Tho working of tho syptem 
of Kottporsiblo Govornmont in British 
Korth America is now so well under« 
stood that we imagine -the- people .do 
not stand very raoih in need of any 
wfirniiif^' from Uio •■Colonial Loaguo.''
